PEOSPECTIVE AND RETROSPECT- 
IVE. 



The reoent to3ts of the quartz reefs at 
Cariboo have more than met tho sanguine 
anticipations that wore previously formed 
of their value. Quartz milling in British 
Columbia may bo now said to have passed 
from the realms of the ideal to tho solid 
and substantial plane of reality, and per- 
sons who a few. months since were cast 
down and depressed at what they were 
pleased to regard as the steady decadence 
of tho Provinco, aro now amongst tho 
most encouraged and expectant. During 
the few months in which the future of the 
Province may bo said to havo "trembled 
in the balance"— to have depended on tho 
experimental omshing of forty-one tons 
of rook in the test-mill— wo repeatodly 
urged upon readers tho importance of not 
baaing their hopes on au astonishingly 
large return. Tho result has exceedod 
onr anticipations. Where we looked for 
$8 or §10 to the ton, §18.25 has been ob- 
tained; and look from tho Bonanza ledge 
that we would havo beon glad to hear hud 
assayed §30 has exceedod §00. Without 
seeking to unduly exoito tho popular 
mind we feel that facts already made pub- 
lic justify us in saying that the country 
is on the eve of a great change for the 
better. Wo have tho best authority for 
the statement that tho quurtz ledges at 
Cariboo having proved to bo rich will fur- 
nish profitable employment, direotly or 
indireotly, for fifty thousand whit? labor- 
ing men. And when wo state this fact 
there are few residents of this community 
who will not understand that an era of 
prosperity which will impart its quicken- 
ing influence to every established interest 
is about to dawn on the Province. Iu the 
best days of its alluvial diggings, when 
fortunes were made with a single stroke 
of the pick, Cariboo nover sustained ex- 
ceeding 5000 men. Rising 10,000 rueu 
were there in 18G3; but at least one-half 
the number-failed to gain a livelihood. 
Everyone who was hero during that gold- 
en period will remember tho impetus 
that was imparted to every branch of in- 
dustry by ttio discovery of gold on Wil- 
liam Creek; how population came pour- 
ing into the country; how towns sprang 
up; how roads were made. They will re- 
member as well how small a proportion 
the wealth that was extracted from the 
mines remaiued with us. Tho country 
was utterly unprepared for a sudden in- 
crement to its population. It could not 
supply a tithe of the number who came 
with the commonest nece ? sarit's of life. 
* Beef cattloand sheep weredriven IGOOmiles 
from the American States into Cariboo, 
and thero sold at fabulously high prices. 
California flour, butter, bacon and beans 
were brought from San .Francisco to Yio- 
torio, shipped hence to Yale, aad from 
that point packed over the trail or road 
to tho diggings. It were absurd to expect 
to retain wealth in a country where such 
a state of things obtained. With no farm- 
ers or stockraisers, no industrial pursuits 
of any kind, with scarcely ono man in 
fifty who came to stay— dependent on 
foreign State for the ordinary necessaries 

it is not subject for wonderment that so 

little gold stayed in tho country. For all 
the good they conferred on British Col- 
umbians for tho first five years of their 
existonoo, the Cariboo gold fields might 
as well have been located in the heart oi 
California. The moment a miner had 
made his pile, away he hurried to Sun 
Francisco, the source of his food supply, to 
spend it. Victoria was a way-station, whore 
a man from tho mines with a swag exchang 
ed one boat for another and continued 
his journey towards the South polo. The 
thought of settling in tho country never 
entered his head and whon the alluvial 
deposits had been worked out tho country 
Tisibly declined. Every interest having 
been made subservient to that of supply- 
ing the miners with foreign goods, when 
mining failed to bo profitable tho coun- 
try immediately collapsod. Bankruptcy 
and ruin were every where visible, and a 
more woe-begouo community thau thatof 
British Columbia from I860 to tho date of 
Confederation could scarcely bo imagin- 
ed. Uniou with Canada and tho promise 
of a transcontinental railway imparted a 
stimulus that tho Provinco sadly needed; 
and although Canada has not kept her 
treaty obligation so far as the railway is 
concerned, wo cannot deny that 
British Columbia has steadily (though 
Blowiy) progressed siuco the date of 
union, so that to-day, should population, 
under the influence of tho gold quartz 
discoveries, suddenly increase, tlio Pro- 
vince will be in a position to teed its in- 
habitants aad rotain in circulation its na- 
tive wealth, in place of sending it abroad 
for tho envichmont of a foreign country. 
Tho immigration that has entered the 
Provinco during tho past seven or oight 
years has become a fixture. Tho now 
settlers have secured land, and cleared or 
dyked, cultivated and stocked it. Let 
nnothor gold-rush occur when it may, it 
will find British Columbia stookraisors 
and farmers prepared to receive nnd 
feed all who come. Now, to this <!ircum- 
Dtanco— tho fact that the country shall 
not again be forced to appeal to agricul- 
turalists abroad to make good its defici- 
encies in tho growth of farm products, we 
are inclined to attach greater importanco 
to the recout discoveries. Every interest 
within tho Province will share in tho 
riches that aro about to be extracted from 
the rocks of Cariboo. The country that 
supports a large agricultural population 
by furnishing a local market for all it 
produces, is not poor, and cannot be 
trampled underfoot. Sooner or later it 
must rnako itu influence felt in tho nation 
of which it is a political part. Gold 
quartz development will attract popula- 
tion and presently a stream of wealth will 
begin to flow from Barkorvilleto Victoria, 
enriching in its coarse all who tli rough 
industry aud enterprise mi>y prove them- 
selves worthy. Population and woalth 
will bring power; and in the courso of a 
very short timo British Columbia must 
oeaso to bo au insiguificaut "unit" in tlio 
councils of Canada, and will rank with 
her older and more favored sisters in tho 
East in everything that contributes to 
make a Provinco influential and groat. 
Tho sucocs of tlio Government quartz 
mining policy was tho ono thing needed 
to revive drooping hoarts and to push tho 
community on in a caroor of prosperity 
second only to that orontod by tho gold 
diaoovorie* in Amtralia and California, i 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
Versailles, Nov. 1G.— The recent elec- 
tion of M. Grand Penet, Booapartist, to 
be life senator, has been uunulled in con- 
sequence of an error iu the count. 

Deputies Mitchell and Altaiu Targ 
fought a duol to-duy in consequence of 
the latter having called tho former a liar 
iu Wednesday's dobato. Mitobell was 
wounded in tho arm. 

Tho Moniteur (semi-official) announces 
that at this morning's cabinet tho minis- 
ters tendered their resignations. Duke do 
Broglio and Fourtou explained that they 
were most dovotod friends of tho marshal 
but considered a change of ministry ac- 
cessary, as the ohambor might refuse to 
vote the budget while tho present cabinet 
retained office. President MacMahon ac- 
cepted their resignations but asked tho 
ministers to remain until their successors 
were appointed, and givo him tho benefit 
of their advice and co-operation in ne- 
gotiations for tho formation of tho cabi- 
net. 

Versailles, Nov. 18. — An impoitant 
debate is expected iu tho senate Monday. 
An interpellation will bo addressed to tho 
ministers jva to how they have instructed 
officials to act with regard to the odictoral 
inquiry voted by the chamber of deputies. 

Tho Francois reports that President 
MacMahon at his rocoption on Saturday 
oxprossed a firm determination to remain 
faithful to his post defending social order 
ao long as he recoivos the support and co- 
operation of tho senate. 

Tho Moniteur is absolutely certain that 
the official journal of Tuesday next will 
anuoupce the acceptance of tho resigna- 
tion of the ministers. Nothing definite, 
however, has been decided relative to tlio 
composition of a now cabinet. 

London, Nov. 19.— A special dispatch 
dated Veron Kalob, Sunday evening, says 
the fortress and city of Kara, with 300 
cannon, stores of ammunition, cash, etc., 
fell into Russian hands. Tho Turks lost 
5,000 killed and wounded, 10,000 prison

about 2,700." Tho Russian soldiers made 
but a trifling booty, and spared peaceful 
ciiizens, women and children. General 
Melikoff directed tho battle during tho 
day. Grand Duke Michael was present 
also. The former entered the city at 1:10 
Sunday morning. 

A Veran Kaleh special says Kara was 
captured by about 15,000 Russians, who 
climbed the steep rocks, ramparts and 
walls and drove an equal number of des- 
perately lighting Turks in headlong flight 
over their ditches and parapets, compell- 
ing them to die or surrender. £ho escal- 
achrhad been originally fixed for iLie 13th, 
but it was postponed, owing to bad wea- 
ther. The principal attack was made on 
the southorn forts. Gen. Lazeruoff, who 
commanded the right wing, consisting of 
tho 40th division, assaulted . Hafiz Pasha 
in tho fort crowning the ste9p rocky 
height. Gen. Count Grabbe, with a regi- 
ment of Moscow grenadiers and a regi- 
ment of tho 39th division, attacked Hafiz 
Pasha in the centre, at Khaulio Tahea, 
Sauvarri, Tabia (three towers) and tho 
citadel. The Ardahan brigado and an- 
other regiment of Moscow grenadiers, un- 
der Gens. Roop and Komaroff, forming 
tho loft wing, assaulted Inglis on the 
north. The attack bogan in tho contro, at 
8:30 Saturday evening, whon Count 
Grabbe led his brigado against tho Khali 
redoubt, and himself fell dead at the first 
on^et. Captain Kwadwicki, of tho 39th 
regiment, was first to enter tho redoubt, 
at 11 at night. The redoubt surrendered 
early in the morning, and thon tho three 
towers, almost simultaneously with tho 
capture of the Kauli redoubt. Fort Sau- 
varri and Fort Hafiz Pasha were carried 
by assault. By daylight, Sunday, Gon, 
LhozeralT's troops had made progress as 
far as tho capture of Fort Karidigh. Other 
forts, especially Arb Tabia, on the east, 
and Taknah Tabia on tho west, maintain- 
ed a stubborn resistance until 8 o'clock, 
when all the garrisons which oould escape 
fled toward Erzoroum, but theso werid 
subsequently overtaken by dragoons aud 
Cossacks aud brought back prisoners. 

London, Nov. 19.— A dispatch from So 
pbia reports that tho Russians on Friday 
attacked Etropol and Turkish position, 
at tho entrance of Orchanio defilo, and 
were repulsed with heavy loss. 

A Vienna correspondent says it scorns 
to bo believed at Constantinople that Oi- 
man Pasha can hold out till tho beginning 
of December. 

Russia is .urging Sorvia to co-operate in 
the war in view of operations for tho re- 
lief of Plevna, which Mehemet Ali is ex- 
pected to commence during tho last week 
in November. 

A correspondent at Belgrade telegraphs 
us follows: — Gen. Horvatovioh has in- 
formed the Servian government that it it 
wishes to join in the war it should do so 
immediately, as the Turks are throwing 
up strong entrenchments, mounted with 
heavy Krupp guns, all along tho eastern 
frontier, anil aro also concentrating troops 
near Olissoura and Tirnova, and may any 
day detormino an invasion. 

Constantinople, Nov. 19.— Tho Turk- 
ish governor of Kossovo exported Mussul 
mans to defend the provinco against poss- 
ible Servian invasion. 

Zara, Nov. 19, — Turks violated tho 
Austrian frontier Saturday. They sacked 
Bovcral houses and stole cattle. 

London, Nov. 19. — A special from 
Alexandria announces that the King of 
Abyssinia hay written Gen. Gordon ac- 
cepting tho terms of peaco proposed by 
tho latter. 

A correspondent at Alexandria says Iho 
report of tho conclusion of peace with 
Abyssinia is authentic. It comes from 
General Gordon himself. 

Berlin, Nov. 18.— Tho Polo suspected 
of do>ignH on tho lives of tho emperor aud 
Prince Bismarck was arrested at n railway 
station, but not, as was fir.-t reported, at 
one at which the omporor arrived on his 
return from bunting. Tho affair caused 
groat excitement, as at first erronoous re- 
ports were to tho effect that tho man had 
beon taken in tho act of firing at tho om- 
poror. Tho police received information 
of a plot, which was attributed to tho 
Polish ultromontanos from the outside 
sourco, and aro looking out for tho sup- 
posed confederates, 

Berlin, Nov. 19. — Tho Polo arrested 
on BUSpioion of intending to attempt tho 
assassination of Emperor William and 
Bismarck lias been recognized as a forger 
whom tho police has tracked from West- 
phalia. Whon arrested he voluntarily 
stated that ho came to assassinato tho om- 
poror and Bismarck, but as soon as he was 
reoognized he confessed that his first 
statement was untrue. 

Viunna, Nov. 19.— Tho Austrian su- 
premo con it has rejected tho appeal of 
Henry Perrcaa, alias Dj Tourvdlo, au 
English barrister, aga ; ust the capital sen- 
tence paiMd en him for amrdoring hit 



wife iu Tyrol. It is expected tho emperor 
will commute bis sentence to life impris- 
onment. 

Edinburgh Nov. 19.— A London corres- 
pondent says: '.'I have reason to believe 
the peace parly iu tho cabinet lately re- 
ceived a notable accossion, and that five 
ministers aro now virtually oommittecl to 
tho policy of non-intorvontion." 

London, Nov. 19. — The weavers of the 
two largest mills in Oldham, numbering 
1,500, struck against u rod uotion in wages. 
Masters threaten a lockout throughout tho 
district unless they resume. 

Berlin, Nov. 19. — Tho North German 
Gazette, commenting upon the articles in 
the St. Petersburg Gazelle, recommend- 
ing tho Rnsso-Fronch alliauco, says that 
such an alliance would transform the 
present friendship of Prussia and Austria 
toward Russia iuto sheer hostility. 

London, Nov. 17 — Russian sympa- 
thizers here, though disappointed to find 
the uews of the Russian occupation of 
Erzeroam was premature, still feel oonfl 
dent tlint their frionds control tho situa- 
tion sufficiently to insure Russian acquisi- 
tion of valuable sea coast if the revived 
rumors of peaco negotiations shall be 
realized. They assert with confidence 
thut tho Sultan is anxious to end tho war 
by negotiation, and has again suggested 
through Minister Layard British inter- 
vention to that end. 

Constantinople, Nov. 17.— The TurkB 
have exptiliod tho Russians from Iho vil- 
lage of Berkovtsoha. 

London, Nov. 18 —A Russian ^official 
dispatch dated Bogot. Saturday, the 17th, 
says: News has just been rocoivod that a 
detachment of Oossaoks and infantry suc- 
ceeded iu driving the Turks out of Rosolio 
Pass by turning their fortified positions 
on tho Moragaidagh, The Turkish oamp 
thero was oaptured. 

Gen. Skobeleff, during a skirmish on 
tho night of tho 10th, received severe con- 
tusions from fragments of a shell. Ho 
had already received similar contusions 
on Iho night of tho 15th. His wounds, 
however, are not dangerous, and he con- 
tinues to direct the fire maintained against 
tho Turkish positions. 

Paris, Nov. 10.— M. Pierro Lanfray, 
life senator and member of tho left center 
is dead. 

Paris, Nov. 18.— M. Paul Boudet, for- 
merly a senator and minister of Franco, is 
doad. 

A cable dispatch says at a ia eting of 
the Direut Cable Co. yesterday a resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted approving 
tho present policy of tho directors, includ- 
ing the compact with tho Augio American 
Co. President Pender stated that the ar- 
rangement had increased tho business of 
the Direct Company, and it was now en 
abled to declare a dividend. 

The Herald reports that Orton has no 
doubt the present compact of tho Wes 
tern Union with the Atlantio and Pacific 
Telegraph Co. will remain intact. 

Versailles, Nov, 19.— M. Do Kordfel, 
on introducing his interpellation in the 
sonate to-day, admitted the right of the 
deputies to order inquiry into the elec 
tions, but said ho wished to prevent in- 
quiry from encroaching upon ti.o prero- 
gatires of the executive or judicator. 

Duke de Broglie replied that the pro- 
posed inquiry constituted such an ou- 
oroachment and would not bo impartial, 
and being a parliamentary and not a judi- 
cial inquiry, citizens were not bound to 
answer questions of tho investigating 
committee. Tho instructions whioh tho 
government bad given on tho eve of quit- 
ting offieo were that tho functionaries 
must act in regard to this inquiry as or- 
dered by their superiors, 

M. Laboulaye urged that the govern- 
ment ought to invito the functionaries to 
givo evidence before the committee. As 
tlio deputies had a right to impeach tho 
ministry, they also uoeossarily had tho 
right to make a judicial inquiry. He 
urged tho senate to adopt a eoueiliatory 
attitude, and pointed to its responsibility 
aa immense. 

Duke D Aud iffret Pasquior then read 
an order of tho day proposed by tho right, 
viz , that the senate, taking cognizance of 
tho declarations of the government, and 
being resolved, in accordance with the 
conservative principles which it lias al- 
ways sustained, not to suffer any infring- 
ment of the prerogatives of oither of the 
public powers, passes to tho order of the 
day. 

M. Dufanro deprecated the attempt to 
stir up a conflict with tho deputies by 
means of this order. 

Despito Dufaure'a appeal, tho attempt 
of tho left to shelve the discussion by pro- 
posing the order of the day pure ami sim- 
ple was defeated by a vote of 153 to 13G, 
the order of tno day proposed by the 
right passed by a voto of 151 yeas to 129 
nays. 

London, Nov. 20. — A Paris correspon- 
dent says the announcement of tho result 
of the voto in tho sennto yosterday was 
clieored by the left. The figures show 
that tho senate has virtually abandoned 
tho government; tho cabinet com- 
mands less than half the senate. 
Tbo correspondent regards this as 
a sign that unless tho marshal hence- 
forth governs with tho majority tho sen- 
ate may be regarded as also having aban- 
doned him. 

Paris, Nov. 20.— Tho Journal Official 
announces the resignation of the cabinet, 
which President MueMahon has accepted. 

The Herald's Borne special says: Tho 
Vatican physician, lately dismissed for 
furnishing information to the Victor 
Emanuel government, has beon recalled. 
Tho charge was proved unfounded. An 
other surgeon has been summoned to givo 
hourly attention to tho sores in tho legs 
of liis holiness, as suppuration continues. 
Prof. Van Setto advises keeping the is- 
sues open at all hazards, and statos that 
if tho discharge becomes too abundant ho 
will treat the sores with caustic. Ho con- 
siders Iho state of bis holiness' health de- 
cidedly precarious, but declares tho 
symptoms hot aggravated. 

London, Nov. 20. — A Rome correspon- 
dent states that a council of tho Vatican 
has decided that no powor can veto tho 
oonolave's election of a successor to the 
Popo. 

London, Nov. 20.— A Cotlinje corres- 
pondent says unofficial reports state that 
Montenegrins stormed the citadel of Spit- 
za. This gives the Montenegrins posses- 
sion of tho coast from tho Austrian fron- 
tier to tho Boyana. Turks still hold the 
citadel of Artivari. 

A Vienna correspondent says tho Mon- 
tenegrins aro kept in chock by two Tur- 
kish ships in tho roadstead, 

A Belgrade correspondent telegraphs: 
Although there aro marked Bigus hero of 
i desire to take tho field, sovoral clauses 
of a convention between Russia and Ser- 
via are still unsettled. It is believed that 
Russia is disinclined to accept all tho con- 
ditions demanded by Sorvia. 

Tho Russian official report states their 
oases at the capture of Kari wore 3,500.

Municipal Police Court. 

(Before Hi 0. Courtney, lino,., P.M.) 

Thobsday, 24th Nov., 1877. 

Willy Selctilchor or Alhalt an Indiurt, 
came up ou reraitnd from the 23rd inataut, 
on a oharge of murder. 

The following information vna laid by 
J. 0. Craino: That ho had reason to bo- 
lievo that on tho 18th of December, 1808, 
one Willy Sulcalehor an Alhalt Indian 
did unlawfully, malicioubly and felonious- 
ly kill and murder one Giles Curtis, at 
Salt Spring Island by shooting him tho 
•aid Giles Curtis and cutting bis throat. 

Henry Sampson being sworn said ho 
was a farmer; in December 18(38 ho was a 
constable ou Salt, Spring Island ; knew tho 
prisoner; know Giles Curtis; recollected 
hearing that GiJe-j Curtis was dead uud 
from information received went to Esles' 
house whero he was living; found Curtis 
lying on tho floor with a gnu Bhot wound 
in his right temple and some of tho buck 
shotdown bis breast; his throat was cut; 
looked round the house aud found tho 
koife produced covered with blood and 
some of tho mans beard; also produced 
two shot taken out of the man's breast, 
and an Indiaa gun cover found on tho 
floor closo by tho dead man; there was no 
one in tho house at the time; the body was 
stiff and cold; knew that Curtis had money 
for ho found it in the trunk which hud 
been broken open and most of tho things 
taken out; believed tbore was about §70 — 
tho money was lying in a littlo--purso 
which was concealed under some rubbish 
at tho bottom of tho trunk; tbore was au 
inquest held on the body before John 
Morely and a verdict returned of killed by 
some person or persons unknown. 

Howard Estcs said ho was a farmer; 
remembered December 13th 18G8 recollect 
a man namod Gilos Curtis; ho was then 
living with tho witness on Salt Spring 
Island; saw him alive last bewtcon 9 aud 
10 o'clock in tho morning of tho 13th 
December 18G8. Eeturued homo about 
dusk on the sumo day; on nearing tho 
house found his (witness') gun staudiug 
outside; tho gun was loaded when ho left 
in tho morning; Jdio gun had not been 
fired off; looked into the house but could 
not seo Curtis, turned and wont outside 
to the g'tte thinking that lie might bo in 
Borne trouble with his gun and called out 
to him; went back to the house and found 
him dead with his feet towards tho door, 
and his head towards the window; witness 
then ran for his gun; ami went to a neigh- 
bors by a trail; one of the neighbors went 
on further to tell others what hud happen- 
ed; could not get anyona to go back with 
him that night as it was so stormy, 
did not go back till tho next day. On 
going over the next morning with a 
neighbor they and others oamo to tho 
conclusion to shut the house up till they 
could get Mr. Idorley, beioro doing so 
looked to seo ii anything had been taken 
and witness found his trunk, it did not 
belong to Iho deceased, broken opon but 
they had missed the purso containing §60 
and a pocket book containing a bill on 
the bank for §1,500; when ho left in tho 
morning there were twelve print shirts, 
pillow slips and a quantity of other 
articlos, two new axes and a sack of flour, 
5 largo bed blankets were also taken. Tho 
prisoner, his wifo and child were hired by 
the witness at Saauieh to tako his things 
to Salt Spring Island. Could not liud 
Curtis' gun after the murder it was about 
tho latter end of November when tho 
things wore taken to Salt Spring Island — 
Curtis hud a double barrel gun which bo 
bought from a Mr. Starke; both Curtis 
gun aud tho witness' were in tho house 
in the morniBg. On the Sunday bofore 
the murder Curtis had gouo to church 
and an Indian man aud woman camo to 
tho house, tho man about tho si/.o of the 
prisoner the woman was short aud fiomo- 
whal like the Indian wontan in Court; 
the Indian asked whero his tilicum was, 
ho told thorn ho would bo back in a 
miniate; they said they were just looking 
about there. 

David Overton being sworn, said ho was 
living at Salt Spring at, tho time of tho 
murder; Mr. Stark had loaned him a gun 
for thrco years previous to tho arrival of 
Curtis audEstes; the stock of tho gun 
produced is tho stock of tho gun witness 
borrowed from Mr.. Stark; delivered tho 
gun ot Mr. Sfarka request to Curtis; this 
waS a short time bofore tho murder. 

George Askew testified to tho prisoner 
being arrested last summer on suspicion 
of having shot Richardson at Chotnainns 
and that while discussing his character 
ono man stated that if tho prisoner did 
not kill Riohordson bo knew ho bad killed 
a man on Salt Spring and said that an 
Indian womau,tho prisoners brothoiB wifo, 
had told him all about it aud what thoy 
had dono with tho things. From the story 
she gavo ho thought there might be some- 
thing in it, aud had mudo enquiries about 
it from other Indians at Com ox, and it 
was from these enquiries that tho prisoner 
was now charged. Tho Indinu woman 
stated that tho prisoner first proposed 
killing Curtis and had left the camp one 
morniug*nd shortly after thoy heard a 
gun fired and tho prisoner returned in a 
few minutes with a gun and a quantity of 
othor things, they then broke up camp and 
went to Now Westminister and finally to 
Comox. 

Tho casn was then rcmandod till 10 a. 
m. on Friday in order that, a proper iutor- 
pretor may bo found.

Another Marine- Accident. 

We have to chronicle another acoident 
to a ship in those waters. On Wednes- 
day aftornoon tho fine ship St. LawreDco, 
Captain Johnson, 1125 tons, classed A 1 
at Lloyds for 20 yoars, sailed from tho 
outer harbor in tow of tho steamer Alex 
andor for Hastings mills. All went well 
until the vossels were passing through 
Plumper Pass at 5% o'clock ou Wodues 
dtiy afternoon, when tho ship took a sheor 
and hor hawRer parted, and the ship 
ran on the rocks on tho south side of the 
pass.

New AiuuvaIj.— Tho screw steamer Pi- 
lot made her appearance yesterday in our 
harbor. It is rumored that she was 
bought last August by Messrs. Engel- 
hardt & Co. and Beut down to San Fran- 
ciaoo to befitted with surface condensers 
She was built a year ago in Portland and 
measures 128 feet long over all; is 21 feet 
beam, 186 1 /, tons register, with a carrying 
capacity for 200 tons of freight. Sho is 
fitted with low pressure engines, two 
large marino boilors, two 2± inch cylin- 
ders, and has a propeller of 9 feet in dia 
meter. The Pilot was built for a tug- 
boat, and from what we hoar is a pretty 
powerful one, too. Sho is said to have 
taken a large and heavily laden vessel 
from Portland to Astoria, distance 110 
miles, in 9 hours, aud with 50 lbs. of 
steam will run comfortably from 14 to 15 
knots. Sho is licensed to carry 50 pas- 
sengers and she has sleeping accommoda- 
tion for 20 persons. It was repotted yes- 
terday that Messrs. Engeihardt intend 
having masts placed in hor aud also her 
passenger capacity improved; and if so,

The Death of Mrs. Thomas A. Bulkley.

The "Boxer" in a Fight on the W, C. 
of Africa. 

Tho Pall Mail GazeMe gives tho follow- 
ing particulars of the rtcont attack on 
Emblana, ou the west coast of Africa, to 
punish tho natives for wrecking a trading 
steamer, and obtain tho release of the cap 
tires: — Tho gunboats Avon, Boxer, and 
Pioneer anchored off Emblana, and de- 
'mandod the release of the five prisoners 
held by tho chief. Tho latter was given 
an hour to decide, and warned that if ho 
did not give them up Iho vessel would 
open fire. After waiting an hour and a 
half, and no notice boing taken of tho 
message, the cannonade commencod, rillo- 
mon being also postod in the tops. The 
natives assembled in great force in all tho 
threo towns which constituto Emblana, 
but quickly retired to the buck of the 
town under tho fire from tho vessels, but 
here thoy were reached by tho rockets 
from tho Pioneer. A party of seamen 
landed from tho vessols, but met with 
littlo opposition. A number of casks of 
oil that bad formed part of tho cargo of 
the Sultun of Lockatoo were found. Tho 
upper town wits completely do;-troyed and 
the others greatly damaged. On the re- 
turn of tho expoditiou down tho riv- 
er somo days later, on passing Emblana, 
tho natives opened tire on the Boxer. 
Tho threo gun boats at once took 
up positions opposite tho town and kept 
up their fire uutil tho two remaining 
towns were destroyed. A town on tho op- 
posite side of the river was also destroy- 
ed, tho natives h iving fired upon somo of 
tho seamen. During tho expedition only 
threo men were wuunde'dj and no loss of 
lifo occurred among the crews. Tho let 
ter does not stato whether tho prisoners 
wero recovered, but it is implied that 
they wero.

The English subsidies to stoamship 
lires last year amounted to$4,420,000, 
but were largely bestowed on the home 
packet lines to Irolaud.
